CONGRESS U. STATES—Bankrupt Bill. 


Mr. Hayne of S. Carolina, has reported in the Se- 
nate, a Bill to establish a uniform system of Bank- 
ruptcy throughout the Union. The Bill is very long 
and contains no less than 94 sections. 

The first section declares, in substance, that any 
Merchant, or other persons engaged in commercial 
pursuits, who shall commit any of the acts of bank- 
ruptcy, therein specified, may be declared a bank- 
rupt. Farmers, and others, are exempt from the 
operation of this section. 

The next section provides for the appointment in 
each State, of one General Commissioner of Bank- 
ruptcy, before whom shall be conducted all ques- 
tions arising under the law, with the right of appeal 
to the Courts of the United States, and securing a 
jury trial, in all cases, where it may be demanded 
by either party, Special commissions, are authori- 
zed, in all cases where the court shall deem them 
necessary. 

When a person is found to be a bankrupt, his 
whole estate is to be vested in assignees, chosen by 
the creditors, for the equal benefit of all the creditors. 
Various provisions are made, in other parts of the 
bill, with the object of securing to the creditors the 
whole estate of the bankrupt. Provision is. then 
made for the support of the bankrupt, pending the 
investigation, and for a final allowance to him, in 
proportion to the amount divided among the credi- 
tors. On itsfinally appearing that the bankrupt has 
made a fair and full surrender of his whole. estate to 
his creditors, and has acted throughout. with good 
faith, the bill provides for his discharge from all fur- 
ther liability for existing debts. A gréat many sec- 
tions of the bill are devoted to the regulation of the 
proceedings of the Commissioner and Assignees ; 
and prescribing the course to be pursued by the 
bankrupt and his, creditors. The bill finally pro- 
vides for the case of persons, other than traders, 
who, (though exempt from the operation of the first 
section of the bill,) are permitted, on the application 
of the creditors and with their own consent, to be- 
come bankrupts,

Crown.— When the news reached St. Petersburg 
of the death ef the Emperor Alexander, this do- 


-cument, which had been signed and attested in 


triplicate, was opened and read: but Nicholas re- 


entirely completed IN ONE DAY, and will take ‘fused to act upon its conditions; and, instead of 


placing the Crown on his own head, he, and after 
him the whole Imperial Family, the Senate, &c. 
took the oaths of fidelity to Constantine. The 
latter, meanwhile, conscious of the solemn en-. 
gagements into which he had entered, and een- 
templating no violation of them, remained quietly 
at Warsaw when he heard of the demise of his 
brother. This explains a circumstance which had 


| naturally excited observation, and gave rise to va- 


rious rumours. At length, however, couriers des- 
patched from St. Petersburg to Warsaw apprised 
him of the course which events had taken, and, 
yielding to the will of his august brother, of the 
Imperial Family, the Senate, and the constituted 
autheriues, he consented to ascend. the vacant 
throne. His presence at St. Petersburg was mo- 
mentarily expected, and the day of his arrival was 
to be the only suspension of that public mourning 
which had been ordered for the deceased Mon- 
arch,” 

The London papers give the President’s Mes- 
sage in full, of which they speak in favorable terms.
